1 . Applicant's amendments and arguments filed on December 21 , 2009 are 
acknowledged and have been fully considered. 

Withdrawn Objections/Rejections 

2. Based on Applicant's amendments to the claims, the rejections of claims 44-54 
under USC 112, second paragraph have been withdrawn and claims 1-40 and 44-54 
[renumbered as 1-51] are allowed. 

Reasons for Allowance 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: A prior art 
search was performed on instantly claimed 4-aminocyclohexanol compounds of formula 
I. The compounds were not found in the prior art search and therefore, the claimed 
invention is deemed free of the art.
